A highly )nteresting*diacovery, whict 


peihups afford n clew to the cause 


of cancer, has been made in Professor 
von Leyrten's university hospital .here, i 
A young woman of 23 and a man of 63, 
both suffering from dropsy and cancer 
of tho stomach, were brought to the 
hospital last spring. In order to remove 
tho accumulated fluid, tapping was re- 
sorted to in both cases. The fluid was 
examined under the microscope, and 
hitherto unknown living organisms, be- 
longing probably to the protozoa, were 
discovered. 


Professor Wnldeyer, to whom tlie 


preparations were submitted, advised 
that they uhonld be sent to Dr. Schau- 
dinu, assistant at the Zoological insti- 
tute of the Berlin university, who has 
been investigating the protozoa for years 
past. Ho began his examination on July 
19, and ascertained (hat in both cases 
the fluid contained a rhizopod, which 
he named Leydenia gemmipaiu scJiaii- 
tlinn. He inferred that it is a patlidgeuic 
organism, but both he und Professor 
von Leydeu still abstain from deciding 
as to the connection between it rind cnn- 
cer, though they admit the possibility 
of such a connection. They have made 
n preliminary comiunuicatiou on tho 
subject to the Berlin Academy of Sci- 
ences.—Berlin Letter in London Slimd- 
nrd.

Whnt They Say About Tariff Legislation. 


Senator Teller of Colorado when 


asked if it would be possible to pass a 
tariff bill through the Senate this win- 
ter without a silver rider, said: 


"It would be very impolitic for us to 


show our hands now and make our. in- 
tent plain to the opposition. I have 
received several telegrams from the 
Eastern press requesting an answer to 
the same question," the Senator con- 
tinued, " but have refrained from mak- 
ing a definite reply. Speaking for my- 
self I can frankly say that I have not, 
aa yet, made up my mind regarding the 
comparative strength of the parties in 
the Senate! When the silver forces 
meet at the convening of Congress I 
anticipate that a caucus will develop a 
plan. 


'No, the Eepablicans will not urge 


or push a tariff bill when Congress 
opens. It would be useless, for in case 
such a bill was passed, President Cleve- 
land would veto it. If .the republic- 
ans (ir0 sincere, however, as they assert 
they are, a special session will be called 
and the Dingley tariff bill, or some 
other one, will be passed, in case such 
a thing is possible. I do not care to 
talk of tho plans of the silver forces 
until I am fully advised." 


Senator Butler ventured the opinion 


that his party friends and the inde- 
pendent silver Senators would not op- 
pose tariff legislation iu the coming 
session of Congress. 


" None of our people," said he, "will 


flgut a revenue tariff, if the duty is put 
on raw materials, but whatever protec- 
tion ia afforded must be equitably dis- 
tributed fur the benefit of the producer 
as well as tbe manufacturer. If the 
Government has not sufficient money 
to pay its obligations, early relief 
should bs afforded. 
We will agree not 


oaly to a duty on raw material, but we 
will also vote for a tariff on luxuries." 


Mr. Butler did not particularize as 


to luxuries, but in a general way he 
said that most of the articles consumed 
by the rich, or uaed by them for orna- 
ment should pay a higher tax.

The London Spectator once published, 


a list of those it called "obscure mil- 
lionaires" who had died within the pre- 
•ions ten yean. The list was a rather 
ong one. This age is a shopkeeping age, 
t ia true. It is apt, we soy, to valne 
men according to their property. Great 
wealth gives great consideration, and 
ret, notwithstanding the exaggerated 
mportanco of money and money get- 
;ing, it appears that wealth in the lar- 
;est measure redeems no man from ob- 
icnrity; that money in itself, by its 
mere possession, confers no distinction 
which even this age values. Its use, and 
cot its possession, is all that can make 
t n matter of distinction. 
In onr own 


oonntry, even more than in Europe, 
wealth exaggerates its own consequence. 
It is natural that it should, for here, 
moro tban there, it is ft personal mat- 
ter. 
The American millionaire has 


made," as he says, his own millions. 


They represent his own shrewdness, in- 
dustry, toot, perseverance or "good 
Inok." He is fond, it may be, of re- 
minding us all that it is so. He is a 
'self made man," and roonrs to the 
;ime when he was a barefoot boy, or a 
penniless youth, with some pride, as a 
woof of how bright a man he is in hov- 
ng changed by his own unaided powers 
the early poverty for the present wealth, 


He feels in his heart he has dcno a 


noble work and that he deserves, the 
commendation of mankind lor doiug it. 
He is liable to disappointment, ns wo 
all know, and it is somewhat strange 
that, shrewd as he is in money mutters, 
ho is so blind in others. For the rest of 
the world is very busy, nnd has little 
time to trouble itself about his success 
or his failure. Neither can other people 
see on exactly what grounds n man cnu 
claim its applause only fot having taken 
good care of his own interests. 


The consideration given to him for 


his money is given only to his lace by 
those who expeot to got something by 
it. The community would look coinpla 
cently upon the matter if a sudden re- 
vulsion should set him to sweeping the 
streets tomorrow, would consider him, 
indeed, quite ns important in the last 
occupation as in that oil raking his 
heaps higher. In other words, it is the 
wealth itself that is important, if there 
is any importance in tlio case. The man 
who owns it may be very unimportant, 
lu fact, if he is content to be merely its 
owner, he is sure to be so. 


The only way to create distinction 


with wealth is by tho use. What a man 
does with what he hns determines the 
question of hia obscurity. Tho world is 
very just and forgets all but its bene- 
factors. The millionaire who uses his 
millions for hia own benefit is like the 
ofliceholder who uses his office for his 
own benefit, or the man of genius who 
exhausts his genius for his own eelfisl 
ezids, or, indeed, like any man who, eu- 
dowed with a trust, nses thetrnstfav hia 
own exclusive use and behoof. 


Men possessed of other trusts ara noi 


as apt to make this mistake as the mei 
possessed of money. Genius, intellec- 
tual power, high spiritual gifts, \ve are 
all loud to olaini are conferred for the 
good of humanity. 
We stand ready to 


condemn relentlessly the men who, en- 
dowed with such gifts, use them mainly 
for their own advantage. 
But greiv 


wealth, especially if i\ man has bimsel: 
wou it, is loss apt to bo considered i 
trust. Tho greed for it is grout. It is 
often sought not for itself, but for th< 
supposed distinction it confers. 
Wli-oi 


the young man of energy and atubitioi 
looks forward to the attainment of it HS 
tho cud of bis endeavors, he is not lei 
by any miserly desire for money in it 
self. Ho has rather tho nobler desire o: 
winning distinction nnd importance bj 
its possession. It is n means and no 
an end. Pity he should in tho yem-.-i o' 
hia pursuit so often change his not ion 
for his first opinion is right.

can confer distinction. 
It can 


honor and high consideration. It can 
rna!<o a man's memory fragrant wit-l 
blessings for centuries.

Their passage i'rom,n»ftQg 
living men will leave no voiUi 
stocks and bonds arid shares wtiift 
gave them their consequence 
Mankind has lost nothing, misses Uotli 
ing. There are others who will be miss 
ed iu 1,000 places and by thousands c: 
hearts, for though .tho millions remain, 
the heart that made the millions :t bless 
ing is gone. Tho inaiiin this case ia los 
•to us, and he was moro than his money, 
There are again some few who so dis 
pose of their thousands that their names 
and memories are linked for years, t'oi 
centuries, to the monuments of benef 
icenco they leave behind them, "famous 
the land over, not for their wealth, bui 
(or tho good deeds their wealth WHS user 
for. The millionaire ia nothing, his im- 
portance nothing, his consequence noth 
ing. 
We want to know what ho does 


with his millions before we caro to re 
member his name. As a millionaire 
merely he is like, tho great poet who 
uever writes, the great orator who hat, 
never made a speech, the great inventor 
who has never invented anything. . He 
had grand opportunities. He could have 
clone so much with his money. 
Ho did 


uothiug. He ' 'died worth so many mil- 
lions." That is all.

grave and think what a fool he was,, 
soother "obscure millionaire!"—Phila-' 
delphia Church Standard.
